Oklahoma City, Ok., July 28.—Short 
ly before midnight Wednesday Gov. 
Haskell issued the following state­ 
ment addressed to the people of Ok­ 
lahoma: 
“So far there, is no decision that 
in any way thwarts the will of the 
people in the overwhelming majority 
of votes cast on July ll settling 
the question, as they declare they 
have a right to do as sovereign peo­ 
ple, nor that deprives the taxpayers 
of this state of the opportunity to 
get a free capitol building, some­ 
thing which has never been accom­ 
plished in any other state. 
“The decision of the Supreme court 
was that no court can control the 
governor in any official action, minis­ 
terial or otherwise,* and the Logan 
County district court was prohibit­ 
ed 
from 
attempting 
to 
interfere 
with the governor in any way. As to 
certain other state officers, the su­ 
preme court holds that under a prop­ 
er case the District Court might have 
jurisdiction where property or per­ 
sonal rights are involved and there- 
fore will require the other officers to 
j bring their cases into the supreme 
court on appeal in case Judge Hus­ 
ton decides against them, the su­ 
preme court simply holding that a 
writ of prohibition is not the prop­ 
er procedure for these four officers. 
“Every question of law decided by 
the supreme court in this case was 
as contended 
for 
by

counsel. 
Those who would obstruct the will of 
the people of the state gain nothing 
whatever by the decision except con­ 
tinued annoyance. They are simply 
taking their defeat on the installment 
plan.

Muskogee, Okla., July 28.—Sir war. 
rants have been issued by the fed­ 
eral authorities for the arrest of per­ 
sons who are alleged to have gone 
to Tahlequah and drawn money at 
the Indian payment, representing that 
they were guardians for Indian mi­ 
nors when they were not. No arrests 
have yet been made and the names 
are being kept secret. 
The information was furnished by 
•Miss Kate Barnard, state commission­ 
er of charities and corrections, one 
of the Indian Children who, it is 
said, was defrauded, being in the 
state orphan home at Pryor Creek. 
She 
acted 
upon 
information 
from 
Judge Jackson of Muskogee county. 
There are seventy more cases un­ 
der investigation and wholesale ar­ 
rests may follow. 
It is . alleged that these persons 
went to the 
payment, 
represented 
themselves as the proper guardian 
to receive the money for Indian chil­ 
dren, secured the w arrants cashed 
them and put the money in their 
pockets. 
The state authorities be­ 
lieve the system of identification was 
lax, thereby perm itting payment to 
the wrong persons. Attention was di­ 
rected to the frauds by certain legal 
guardians, 
who applied for money 
for their wards and found that it had 
already been drawn by some other 
person not authorized to draw it. 
Persons connected with the pay­ 
ment believe that most of these cases 
will prove to be instances where rel­ 
atives who were not guardians, but 
who thought they were entitled to 
draw th e money, secured the w ar­ 
rants. One case of this kind has been 
found at Claremore. There will be no 
prosecution in such cases. The guar­ 
dians who have found their wards’ 
money already drawn will place the 
responsibility upon 
the 
government 
and demand the money to which they 
are entitled, rather than try to re­ 
cover from the persons who have il­ 
legally drawn it.
